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PREFACE 


. This  report  is  one  in  a series  on  Soviet  Ground  Force  and  logistic, 
installations  being  prepared  for  a DIA/G1A  Panel.  The  series  is  being 
coordinated,  published  and  disseminated  by  NP1C.  The  photographic 
analysis  is  being  performed  by  the  NP1C  Photographic  Analysis  Group, 
the  CIA  Photographic  Intelligence  Division  (NP1C),  and  the  Production 
Center  lPlc,  (DIA).  The  photographic  analysis  for  this  particular  re- 
port was  performed  by  the  NP1C  Photographic  Analysis  Group. 

In  the  interest  of  uniformity,  the  titles  and  letter  designators  for 
the  facilities  observed  at  these  installations  arc  identical  with  those 
appearing  in  the  project  requirement.  When  a specific  facility  is  not 
observed  both  its  title  and  letter  designator  arc  omitted  in  the  report.

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SUMMARY 

A secured  barracks  area  located  on  the  south  placements,  2 small  buildings,  and  a figure-8 


edge  of  Glukhov  (Figure  1)  covers  approximately 
57  acres  and  contains  1 administration  build- 
ing, 5 barracks,  19  storage  buildings,  26  support 
buildings,  and  2 motor  pools  containing 9 vehicle 
maintenance  buildings  (Figures  2 and  3).  An  as- 
sociated 105-acre  training  area,  including  an 
AAA  training  site,  field  artillery  training  em-

Railroad  Service 

Glukhov  railroad  station  is  located  2.2  kilo- 
meters (km) east-northeast;  however,  the  instal- 
lation is  not  rail  served. 

Road  Service 

The  installation  is  served  by  local  streets. 

Administrative  and  Troop  Housing  Area 

Area  D contains  1 large  multistory  admin- 
istration building,  5 multistory  barracks,  2 stor- 
age buildings,  and  19  support  buildings. 

Track  activity  throughout  the  installation  in- 
dicates all  buildings  are  occupied.  The  level  of 
track  activity  remained  about  the  same  from  July 
1963  to  June  1964. 

General  Storage  Areas 

Area  El  contains  13  storage  buildings  and  2 
support  buildings. 

Area  F.2  contains  4 storage  buildings  and  2 
support  buildings. 

Tracks  throughout  the  areas  indicate  all 
buildings  are  occupied. 

POL  Storage  Area 

Six  POL  tanks  are  located  in  a secured  area 
adjacent  to  the  Glukhov  rail  yards  2.2  km  east- 
northeast  of  the  installation. 


wheeled-vehicle  driver-training  course,  is  lo- 
cated immediately  southeast. 

The  area  was  covered  by  3 KEYHOLE  mis- 
sions between  July  1963  and  June  1964.  Compar- 
ative analysis  reveals  the  same  general  level  of 
usage  during  this  period.  No  significant  changes 
in  facilities  are  noted. 

INSTALLATION 

Equipment  Storage/Maintenance  Areas 

Area  J1  contains  7 vehicle  shed/mainte- 
nance buildings  (three  55  by  200,  two  55  by  155, 
one  55  by  .175,  and  one  55  by  225),  2 support 
buildings  and  a motor  park  600  by  645  feet. 

Area  J2  contains  two  35-  by  95-foot  vehicle 
maintenance  buildings,  1 support  building,  and 
2 motor  parks  measuring  75  by  190  feet  and  95 
by  220  feet. 

Probable  equipment  observed  in  June  1964 
indicates  both  areas  are  occupied.  The  level  of 
track  activity  has  remained  constant  during  the 
period  of  coverage. 

Driver  Training  Area 

Area  M is  a figure-8  wheeled-vehicle  driv- 
er-training course.  Track  activity  indicates  the 
area  is  used  during  the  summer  months  only. 

Artillery  Emplacements 

Area  Q1  is  a 6-position  AAA  training  site. 

Area  Q2  is  a4-position  field  artillery  train- 
ing emplacement. 

Scarring  indicates  both  areas  are  used  dur- 
ing the  summer  months.  Two  small  support 
buildings  are  located  in  the  vicinity  of  the  train- 
ing sites .
